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Steel to Spend 
Three Billion 
Next 3 Years 


Industry W ill Increase 
Productive Capacity 
By 15 Million Tons 


NEW YORK (TP) — The steel 
Industry plans 
to 
spend 
about 
three billion dollars over the next 
three years to expand productive 
capacity by 15 m illion tons, an 
industry survey shows. 
Benjam in F. Fairless, president 
of the Iron and Steel Institute, 
announced the survey results yes­ 
terday and said they forecast the 
biggest three-year expansion pro­ 
gram in the industry’s history. 
For the past IO years steel com ­ 
panies have been expanding at 
th e rate of about 3 ' 2 million tons 
a year and have spent seven m il­ 
lion 
dollars on 
expansion 
and 
m odernization, Fairless said. 
The increase in the expansion 
rate, he said, shows the industry’s 
confidence in the economic growth 
of the nation. 
The over-all steel industry ex­ 
pansion plans w ere announced a 
short lim e after G eneral Motors 
Corp. disclosed that it intends to 
spend one billion dollars on ex ­ 
pansion and im provem ents this 
year. 
Fairless said m any of the steel 
expansion program s w ere already 
u nder way. 
He estim ated that 
m oney spent for expansion this 
year would am ount to about $1,- 
200,000,000. He said: 
“The new expansion will in­ 
volve great engineering, industrial 
and financial problem s. Com panies 
m ust again seek new sources of 
ores, open additional new mines 
and construct new taconite pro­ 
cessing facilities. New sources of 
raw m aterials necessitate 
con­ 
struction of new railroads and 
ships. This is in addition to con­ 
struction of new blast furnaces, 
rolling mills and other finishing 
equipment* 
* 
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“Ste* ^ g re a te s t problem is to 
get inc money required to carry 
th e expansion that the 
country 
expects.” 
Since the end of W orld W ar II, 
the nation’s steel capacity has been 
raised by "6 m illion tons, or 40 per 
cent, to a total of 128 m illion tons. 
Projects planned 
for the next 
three years would bring total ca­ 
pacity to 143 m illion tons.

Missouri’s $75,000,000 Bond Issue 


What It is 
Why It Is Needed 
What It W ill Do 


The Governor of the State of 
Missouri has set January 24 for 
a special referendum election on 
a $75,000,000 bond issue to fi­ 
nance a building program. 
Q. W H A T IS T H E PRO PO SED 
IS S U E ? 
' 
A. It is a proposed amendment 
to the Missouri Constitution which 
w ill provide for issuance and sale 
of $75,000,000 in State revenue 
bonds to finance (Construction and 
equipment of new buildings and 
repair and renovation of present 
buildings at various State insti­ 
tutions. 


Q. W H Y IS T H E BOND IS S U E 
N E C E S S A R Y ? 


A. Missouri’s institutions have 
had to depend upon the General 
Assembly for specific appropria­ 
tions for 
buildings, 
and 
such 
funds have not been forthcoming 
as needed. For many years insti­ 
tutional buildings have depreciat­ 
ed badly, while at the same tirrte 
the need for them and for addi­ 
tional structures 
has 
increased 
gieatly. In recent years this ne­ 
glect has reached the critical stage 
and when the serious riots occur­ 
red in the State Penitentiary at 
Jefferson City in September and 
October of 1954, they brought in­ 
to sharp focus the need for emer­ 
gency measures to help solve the 
problem. Sufficient funds to meet 
such an emergensy were, of course 
not available in the general rev­ 
enue in a lump sum. The dire need 
for concrete action was evident to 
everyone, and the Governor and 
the General Assembly were unan­ 
imous in their agreement that a 
bond issue to provide a lump sum 
for the complete 
rehabilitation 
program was a reasonable and sen­ 
sible business solution to the prob­ 
lem. 
Q. W H A T IN ST IT U T IO N S A R E 


IN C LU D E D IN T H E B U IL D IN G 
P R O G R A M ? 
A. The act authorizing the bond 
vote specifies that the funds be 
used for buildings and equipment 
at all or any of the State’s hospit­ 
als and eleemosynary Institutions, 
the institutions of higher learning, 
and the correctional, reformatory, 
and penal institutions. 
Q. C AN A N Y OF T H E M O N EY 
B E U SE D FO R A N Y O T H ER PU R 
PO SE? 
A. NO. Senate Bill No. 333 of the 
68th General 
Assembly 
which 
authorizes the referendum vote 
specifies that proceeds from the 
sale of such bonds shall be used 
O N LY for the purpose of repair­ 
ing, remodeling or rebuilding state 
buildings or for building additions 
thereto and constructing new build 
ings nnd for furnishing and equip­ 
ping such improvements at the 
State’s educational, 
penal, 
and 
eleemosynary institutions. 
Q. H O W A R E T H E BO N D S TO 
B E PAID.? 
A. The bill provides that both 
the principal and interest be paid 
with proceeds from the present 
state income tax. 


Q. D O ESN ’T TH E IS S U E R E ­ 
Q U IR E 
A N Y 
N EW 
T A X 
IN ­ 
C R E A S E ? 


A. It is not anticipated that 
this bond issue will require any 
tax increase. In his request to 
the General Assembly for passage 
of such an act, Governor Donnelly 
stated that the money could be 
borrowed on revenue bonds, and 
that the indebtedness could be re­ 
paid from current income taxes 
without levying any 
additional 
taxes. The bill provides, in Sec­ 
tion 7, for a “ Second State Build­ 
ing Bond Interest 
and 
Sinking 
Fund,” and that Section further 
provides that . . “ It shall be the 


duty of the State Comptroller to 
transfer, at 
least 
monthly, the 
proceeds of the state income tax. 
after deducting therefrom the pro­ 
portionate part thereof appropri­ 
ated for the support of the free 
public schools, to the credit-of the 
Second State Building Bond in­ 
terest 
and 
Sinking Fund until 
there shall have been transfer­ 
red to said fund the amount so 
certified to him by 
the 
State 
Board of Fund Commissioners as 
hereinabove provided.” The bill 
does provide, however, as it must

A. The Governor and other com­ 
petent authorities say not. Gover­ 
nor Donnelly pointed 
out 
that 
whatever building programs are 
now being carried out are paid for 
with funds appropriated from such 
monies, and he explains that the 
bonds are merely a means of bor­ 
rowing in advance to construct 
these badly needed buildings and 
paying for them in annual install­ 
ments from current operating rev­ 
enues, just as any efficient busi­ 
ness corporation finances its main­ 
tenance and expansion program. 
Q. W H EN W IL L T H E BONDS 
M A T U R E? 


A. The bill provides that they 
shall mature in such annual in­ 
stallment or installments as may 


be determined by the State Board 
of Fund Commissioners, provid­ 
ed, however, that no bonds shall 
become due later than twenty- 
five years from the date they bear 
Q. HO W IS T H E M O NEY TO 
B E A LLO C A T ED AM ONG TH E 
V A R IO U S IN ST IT U T IO N S? 
A. The immediate needs of the 
institutions have been presented 
to the Governor and the General 
Assembly. Committees of the Gen­ 
eral Assembly have visited many 
of the institutions to look into 
their needs. If the amendment is 
approved by the voters, the Gov­ 
ernor w ill call the General As­ 
sembly into special session and 
w ill recommend to it a distribu­ 
tion of the funds based upon his 
own and his budget officer’s stu­ 
dy of the requests submitted by 
the boards of controls of the in­ 
stitutions, reports of Boards of 
Visitors, and special commissions. 
The General Assembly will be­ 
gin with this, and committees of 
each house w ill hold hearings, v i­ 
sit the institutions, and finally 
make recommendations to the two 
houses of the Legislature. When 
appropriations 
bills are passed, 
they w ill go to the Governor for 
his approval.

A. Estimates of building needs 
at the various institutions far ex­ 
ceed the $75,000,000. It will, how­ 
ever, be a tremendously progres­ 
sive stride for Missouri and will 
make possible AT T H IS T IM E 
urgently 
needed 
improvements. 
The 68th General Assembly failed 
to appropriate a cent requested for I 
buildings, apparently believing the 
public would not allow this bond 
issue to fail. 


Q. W H A T W IL L A F A V O R ­ 
A B L E VO TE A C C O M PLISH ? 
A. It w ill enable administrators 
of the various institutions to set 
machinery in motion immediately 
for an over-all building program 
on a fairly long range basis, with 
more immediate action 
on 
the 
buildings 
which 
are 
critically 
needed now if the institutions are 


to maintain even minimum stand­ 
ards of service while waiting for 
the slower construction projects. 
Q. IS T H E R E A N Y O P PO S I­ 
TIO N TO T H E BOND IS S U E ? 
A. So far, there has been no 
organized 
opposition, and since 
the proposal is on such a sound 
basis and the intentio nis to repay 
the amount without 
increasing 
taxes, it is not expected that any 
organized opposition will develop. 
Q. IS T H E R E A N Y C R IT IC ISM 
OF T H E P R E S E N T PLA N ? 
A. The only criticism, and it has 
come from very few, is that a spe­ 
cial commission should have been 
set up for allocation and appro­ 
priation of the fund among the 
various institutions, rather than 
have it allocated by the Legisla­ 
ture. 


Q. D O ES T H IS IN D IC A T E A 
SE R IO U S F A U L T IN TH E PLA N ? 
A. Not at all. It is true that a 
commission to disburse the fund 
might have permitted much speed­ 
ier allocation and thus much earl­ 
ier starts on the rebuilding pro­ 
grams. It must be remembered, 
however, that one of the basic 
principles of our government is 
to invest the Governor and the 
Legislature with authority to al­ 
locate and appropriate the pub­ 
lic monies. It is actually possible 
that if a clause had been includ­ 
ed in the law to invest such auth­ 
ority in a special commission, it 
could have caused long months 
of delay to determine the consti­ 
tutionality of such a provision. 
We are accustomed to having our 
General Assembly 
expend 
some 
$800,000,000 at a session; 
why 
should there be any question about 
the ability of the General Assem­ 
bly to handle this ;*lditional $75,- 
000,000? It should be remembered 
that the Governor will have the 
veto power over any of the appro­ 
priation bills passed by the Legis­ 
lature. St. Louis County vote I on­ 
ly a few days ago a bond issue 
of $39,000,000 for public improve­ 


ments in the county alone, and 
the city of St. Louis voted $110,- 
639,000 just last May for similar 
improvements within 
the 
city. 
Other Missouri cities have also 
voted large bond issues to put 
their communities in good order 
in recent months. Certainly an 
issue of only $75,000,000 to restore 
the health of A L L the State’s in­ 
stitutions after their years of fi­

considered a large amount, 
Q. W H A T H A V E SO M E O TH ER 
S T A T E S DONE? 
A. Many states have taxes from 
a specific source allocated by con­ 
stitution to pay for buildings at 
state institutions. (Our neighbor­ 
ing state of Kansas has a mill tax 
devoted to buildings at its insti­ 
tutions of higher learning. 
This 
produces approximately 
$4,100,- 
000 each year for a smaller pro­ 
gram than Missouri’s.) Ohio just 
recently voted a 
constitutional 
amendment providing a bond is­ 
sue of $150,000,000 for buildings 
at its schools and mental institu­ 
tions. 
Q. W H Y IS T H IS A C O N ST I­ 
T U T IO N A L A M EN D M EN T R A ­ 
T H E R TH AN A R E G U L A R BOND

A. Article III, Section 37 of the 
Constitution requires that when 
a State liability in excess of one 
million dollars is to be incurred, 
the proposition must be submitt­ 
ed to tho people as a Constitution­ 
al amendment. 
Q. W HO IS IN FO R M IN G T H E| 
P U B L IC 
A BO U T T H IS 
E L E C ­ 
T IO N ? 
A. When Governor Donnelly, on 
November 18, announced the date 
for the referendum election, he 
named an executive committee of 
seven members representing the 
three principal 
groups of state 
institutions that will share in the| 
bond proceeds and he directed 
this committee to direct and su­ 
pervise “ an active and extensive 
campaign.”

Behind the high walls of the 
state prison a t Jefferson City 2,700 
inmates are cooped up in cramped 
quarters that were intended for no 
more than 2,000 men. 
At any given tim e, m ore than half 
of them are idle. For with two ex­ 
ceptions, the prison industries de­ 
stroyed in the 1954 riots still are in 
ruins. But even before the riots 
M issouri’s big penal institution was 
medieval. Without 
excusing 
the 
mob actions, we m ust face the fact 
that they were the price of inac­ 
tion. Now, through the 75-million- 
dollar bond election January 24, 
Missouri has the chance to build a 
twentieth century prison system. 
Three plans have been submitted 
by the departm ent of corrections. 
The first, costing about 19Mj m il­ 
lion dollars, would construct 
a 
completely new mcdium-security 
institution for about 1,500 men, pur­ 
chase new equipm ent for the licen­ 
se tag, cem ent block, soap and 
metal plants in the old prison and 
make extensive repairs. The second 
plan ($12,973,000) would furnish the 
sam e plants and build two new 
cell blocks, a com m issary, chapel 
and school building within the pres­ 
ent wails. Plan III includes all of 
the second plan and w’ould extend 
the prison a block south all at a 
cost of about $13,473,000. 
The medium security proposal 
(Plan I) is the most expensive but 
it would m ean a clean break with 
the past. It would allow Missouri 
to segregate the youthful first of­ 
fenders from genuine rehabilita- 
ton program th a t should prove eco­ 
nomical in the long run. 
The bond election is urgent for 
the future of all state institutions 
For the prison system it is im m ed­ 


iately vital. Without reconstruction 
the prison em ergency that has con­ 
tinued since the fall of 195 will go 
on indefinitely until the nejH ex­ 
plosion.—K ansas City Star.

The second session of the 84t h 
Congress convened on Tuesday, 
January 3. 
President Eisenhower’s State of 
the Union message was read o n 
Thursday by clerks in the House 
and in the Senate, the first time in 
many years that the message has 
not been delivered in person by th 
Chief Executive before a joint ses­ 
sion. 
The message was not greatly dif 
fcrcnt from those that have been 
delivered in the past both by Dem­ 
ocratic and Republican presidents, 
in that it promised something for 
everybody. It dealt in generalities 
and included the announcement 
that later messages dealing with 
spcific problems would be forth­ 
coming, the first of these being his 
special message on the agricultor 
a1 situation which was to bo read 
before both houses of Congress on 
January 9. 
In discussing 
the 
agricultural? 
problem the President said t h a t 
farmers “are caught between two 
millstones-rising production costs 
and declining prices”, and later 
aommcntcd 
that 
“consideration 
of these matters must be above 
and beyond politics”. With both of 
these statements this Rcpresenta 
five can heartily agree, yet w i t h 
other members of Congress who 
are vitally interested in this pro­ 
blem, I am disturbed by the app­ 
roach which the Secretary of Ag­ 
riculture appears to have adopted, 
when this week he catted a confer 
ence of members of the House Co­ 
m m ute on Agriculture to discuss 
this problem and invited only th e 
Rcpublician members of the com 
mittee to participate in the discus 
sion. 
While the President in his mes­ 
sage stated, “Our national farm po 
licy, so vital to the welfare of farm 
people and all of us. must not be­ 
come a field for political! warfare”, 
his Secretary of Agriculture h a s 
declined the offer of the Chairman 
of the House Committee on Agri­ 
culture who early last fall inform 
ed Secretary Benson that he wou 
Id be glad to call? the full committee 
together at any time to discuss any 
of the proposed plans of the Secre 
tary or the Department, and i n- 
stead the Secretary of Agriculture 
has seen fit to discuss his “ s o i l 
bank” plan, which was to be pre­ 
sented to Congress next week, with 
only members of his own party. A 
bill, proposing a “soil bank” plan 
was introduced in the House att* 
most a year ago, but when it was 
sent to the Department of Agricul 
ture for a report, it was returned 
to the House Committee on Agricul 
ture with an unfavorable recomm 
endation on the basis that it would 
be too costly to implement, since 
the Department estimated these 
payments, assuming full participa 
tion, would be about $90 million. 
Senator Elkader, chairman of 
t ar Senate Agriculture Committee 
I as stated that in his opinion that 
Benson’s proposed 
$400 
million 
“fertility bank” for retiring acre­ 
age. would not begin to do the job 
but instead it would take not less 
than $750 million. 
In both the House and Senate 
the farm problem will be among 
the first to receive attention, al­ 
though Speaker Rayburn stated 
this week that he hoped to bring a 
school construction bill to the floor 
of the House within ten days to two 
weeks. This legislation will meet 
w ith opposition from many sections 
since Rep. Powell of New York has 
announced that he “has the votes” 
to write into any school aid bill an 
amendment barring funds to states 
which practice racial segregation. 
Despite the efforts that will b e 
made for tax cuts, I wrant to say 
that I am in thorough agreement 
with President Eisenhower in his 
statement, “In the present state 
of our financial affairs, I earnestly 
believe that a tax cut can be deem 
ed justifiable only when it will not 
unbalance the budget, a 
budget 
which makes provision for some 
reduction, even though modest in 
our national debt.” 
Even though the President has 
asked Congress for “limited author 
ity to make long-term commit­ 
ments” for foreign aid “projects 
and programs which we approve 
and which require a period of years 
for planning and completion”, your 
Representative is committed to the 
belief that it is against the best in 
terests of this nation to appropri­ 
ate one dime which will be used for 
bringing into production addition­ 
al acres either in this country or 
abroad whf'-h would be used for the 
production of crops already in sur 
plus.

Scott County's Share 
In Federal Budget 
W ill Be $13,258,000 


According to figures compiled 
by the Missouri Public Expendi­ 
ture Survey, Scott county will pay, 
as its estimated share of the $65.9 
billion dollar federal budget for 
fiscal 1957 a total of $13,258,000 
as its share of the budget submitt­ 
ed by President Eisenhower if it 
is accepted without revision. 
Missouri taxpayers, it is esti­ 
mated, based on population, will 
pay $1.6 billion dollars. 
“Federal expenditures in fis­ 
cal 1957 beginning next July I 
will be substantially below the 
fiscal 1953 peacetime high of $74.3 
billion,” the survey said, but cau­ 
tioned that “new spending propo­ 
sals now being widely discussed 
threaten to reverse the downward 
trend of recent years in federal 
expenditures. 
“Due primarily to the substan­ 
tial incvrease in federal revenues 
the prospects for a balanced bud­ 
get appear more favorable than 
for many years, the survey said. 
Net budget receipts for fiscal 1957 
are now estimated at $66.3 bil­ 
lion and the new estimate of re­ 
ceipts for the current 1956 fiscal 
year is,$64.5 billion, far above the 
$60 billion 
originally 
estimated 
last January. 
“The promise of a balanced bud­ 
get should not obscure the danger 
of an interruption in the down­ 
ward trend of expenditures, the 
research group warned. Federal 
spending must continue to be cut 
back if there is to be avoidance of 
deficits in the future, reduction of 
tho public dcbt^iow about $274.3 
billion and assurance 
of
